In the Normal Department the 
young men and the young women 
of Nevada who bave chosen the 
noble profession of teaching, will 
be trained and educated for their 
high vocation. In the Academic 
Department, instruction will be 
given in those studies essential to 
those who will hereafter have 
-cbarge of mines or who aspire to 
possess a liberal education. 

Ina new university the begin- 
nings must of necessity be m dest, 
_but in so far as instruction is at- 
tempted it should be thoraugh and 
squad, such are the views of the 
Board of Regents and the pew Pres- 
- dent of the University. 

The site of the University fs one 
of the most beautiful found any- 
where. No town in the United States 
is more healthful than Reno. The 
University building is a model 
structure and from the laboratory 
_in the basement to the lyceum hall 
in the upper story, it will be 
equipped and finished in the most 
approved manner. 

Best of all the people of Nevada 
believe in their University and are 
determined to supportit. From all 
parts of the State the information 
reaches us that they expect to send 
their children to it. Several faml- 
lies have already located in Reno 
for the purpose of educatiug their 

. older chikiren in the University, 
and more will come. Altogether 
the prospects of the institutions are 
bright. Let all who desire to sce 
our State continue to grow in intel- 
l'gence and influence encuurage the 
young men and the young women 
to cemplete their education in their 
home University.

The Railway Commission. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., August 26. 
Ex-Governor Pattison, President of 
e United States Pacific Railway 
Commission, arrived here this even- 
ing.

nesday before Judge Field, and not- 
withstanding the fact that the Presi- 
dent had telegraphed th: Commission 
to employ counsel, it was not able to 
do so on account of the short notice. 
Senator Stanford argued that he 
should not be campelled to answer all 
questions propounded by the Com- 
mission, inasmuch as Congress could 
not delegate its inquisitorial powers to 

rsous outside tiat body, and for the 

rtber alleged reason thatthe Gov- 
ernment, being a creditor of the Pa- 
cific roads, it could not demand aa ac- 
count from the company uatil the ma 
turity of the bonds,which would occur 
in 1896. The Commission filed a brief 
with the court, aud it expects a decis- 
iou to be rendered next week. There 
is another case to be decided by the 
San Francisco court in which the Com- 
mission is interested. While one 
of its witmesses was about taking the 
stand to testify to certain matters, 
there was an injunction restraining 
him from giving his testimomy. The 
Commissiou wish to have that injauc- 
tion removed, and will employ coun- 
sel to aid it. 


A Seef Famine ‘Threatened. 
CHICAGO, August 26. 

A morning paper says: It is as- 
suined in many quarters that a beef 
famine is not faraway. Estimates as 
to the destruction in the northwest 
last Winter are that in Montana there 
were 400,000 head, Idaho about 100,000, 
Wyoming about 300,000, Colurado 
about 500,000, or about 850,000 head in 
all. Daring the Summer, on account 
of the excessive drouth, it is estimated 


the losses in the beef-producing States 
swells the total to 1,500,000 head ot 
beeves. But this is not the main fact 
which indicates the future famine. It 
is now known that from 50 to 75 per 
cent. less calves were born this Spring 
than is usual, owing to climatic causes, 
which must have its eflect in time. 
To this must be added the fact that 
cattle producers have been rushing 
their sarviving stock on the market 
at unparallel rates, and from these 
and other causes many renchmen are 
discouraged and are going out of the 
business. Great uneasiness,such as 
has never before characterized the cat- 
tle business, is manifest in business 
circles. Producers find not a dollar of 
profit, and more often heavy losses, 
charged inst their account. The 
market p has been lower on ac- 
count of a giuat, for in Chicago alone 
over 200,000 of cattle have been 
thrust on the market during the last 
30 days. The cousumer, however, gets 
beef no cheaper, use the producer 
‘sells it for so little. It is hinted the 
profit to the dressed beef monop- 
oly, who lash producer and consumer 
alike. On every bullock there is a 
profit of ten dollars to the monopoly.

Stringiag Barbed Wire. 

The following from a correspond- 
ent of the Ohio Farmer may be of 
interest to those who build barbed 
wirefences: “Just how to string 
barbed wire for fence-making has 
always perplexed me. I have tried 


all sorts of plans, but now have hit 
on a method that works perfectly. 
The spool of wire is placed on end 


at first post. The littie end of a 


crowbar is put down through the 
center holes of a spool and stuck 
into the ground far enongh to.hold. 
A horse is then hitched to the end 
of the wire, and pulls it along the 
line of the fence to the farend. It 
‘unwinds readily, and it is surpris- 
ing what a long atring of it a horse 
can il without much exertion. 
The friction of the end of the spool 
on the ground keeps it from un- 
winding r than the pulling of 
the wire demands, and there are 
none of the dangerous, unfriendly 
scratches of the wire that are en- 
countered when the attempt is 
made to carry the spool by hand to 
string the wire. It beats the plao 
of putting the spool on a sled, to 
unreel, and nut. require any 
mechanism to do it.’’
